We deeply regret to announce the 
death of Prof. Selah Wait, who de- 
parted this life on Sunday morning, 
July 30th, 1882, in the 53rd ye 
his age. Last Monday morning a 
telegram from Lincoln, Nebraska, 
was received bearing the above sad 
neat The death occurred 
in that city. It is supposed that he 
died of paralysis in the throat, which 
ooenrred at between u sad 10 o'clock 
a.m., Sunday, the 90th ult. He did 
not expect his death SO soon, though 
a slowly failing for 
of months. Nearly three 
weeks at.'", he left here for Nebraska, 
according to the physician's advice. 
For several years delicate in health, 
he lived so prudently and systemati- 
cally as to keep off severe disease, 
doses ten years ago he bad a year's 
of absence, and went to Colora- 
do, where he remained several 
months, to the great improvement of 
his health. His wife having died July 
29th, 1875, he waH left a widower, 
with five children to care for.

Another destructive fire occurred 
yesterday afternoon. At S o'clock an 
alarm which was finally translated 

ai iiox 38 at the Deaf-Mute Asylum 

OB North St. Paol Street, sent B por- 
tion of the department Hying to- 
wards the lake. They did not go any 
too fast, as when Hose .'{, Active 
Hose 9 and Hose -1 arrived at the 
Deaf Mute Institute, the building on 
the north, occupied by the carpenter 
.simp and printing office, ana tho 
machinery building, was nearly de- 
stroyed, and the lire had coniinuni 
caled tO the brick school house in 
the rear at, the ext nunc west of the 
main building, and had extended to 
itchon and dormitory building. 
A corner of (he niain building was 
also on fire. The task of subduing the 

firj teemed almost a hopeless one, but 

four streams were soon playing on 
the burning buildings. The pn 

was very low, and for a few moments 
the result was doubtful, but, the fire 
was extinguished in the main build- 
ing and held in cheek in the other 
buildings until the arrival of other 
members of the department, when, 
after si renuoiis efTorts, the lire was 

extinguished. 

The fire originated in a rag she. 1 in 
the northwest corner of the print, 
ing office, and its canst' is still in 
doubt.. The Ore spread with unpre- 
cedented rapidity, and if it, had not 
been for the prompt arri val of the 

department it would be necessary to 
report the entire destruction of the
